Claims 4-6, 8, 20-21, 23-25, 27, 28, 31-36, and 38-41 are allowable. 

It is noted that additional amendments were filed during interference, adding Claims 42- 
51. These amendments were not signed or entered, nor were these amendments 
acknowledged by the Board. See Decision submitted by the Board on February 28, 2005, at [1 1], 
wherein 21 claims are recognized. Additionally, these new claims are drawn to non-elected 
subject matter. Thus, taken in total, these amendments are not considered in this Notice of 
Allowability because they were never examined or considered to be part of the interference.
